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Last October, the Board voted unanimously to stand up for LGBTQ youth in the LA County 
child welfare system by proactively training our workers to more fully address the unique 
needs of these children. 

North Carolina's recent passage of "HB2" required us to once again take a stand for the 
LGBT community. 

On Tuesday, the Board passed a motion I co-authored with Supervisor Hilda Solis 
suspending County travel to the state of North Carolina. 

Hate and discrimination have no place in Los Angeles County, and our precious tax 
dollars certainly shouldn't go to those who promote it.

Metro bike share will come to downtown LA this summer and the Board approved a 
procurement process for 850 new buses which must either run on natural gas or be zero 
emission with a goal of eventually going entirely to zero emission buses.
